SOME STORIES ABOUT M’CLAUGHRY. 


His Treatment of Convicts and How He 
5 Aided a Reformed Criminal. 

Few men have had a wider or more varied 
experience in handling criminals than Mai. 
R. W. e For fifteen years he had 
an average of 1,500 convicts under his super- 
vision all the time. Often he has been in 
great personal danger, but he has always re- 
tained his self-posseasion. 

He ruled the penitentiary at Joliet with a 
rigid military discipline, but was never brutal 
in meting out punishment. It was he who 
abolished the lash, the bull-rings,”’ and other 
methods of torture, and instituted instead 
solitary confinement. Privileges were grant- 
ed for good behavior, and when he resigned 
the prison was famous throughout the coun- 


It was the custom at Joliet to allow a pris- 
oner to see friends once in six weeks. One 
day Warden McClaughry received a call from 
a respectable-appearing man who had come 
from some country town to visit his wife, a 
convict. At that time the Major had been in 
charge of the pri for six or eight years, 
and it was a daily occurrence for faithful 
wives to call on their erring husbands. In- 
stances were frequent where the wife was 
known to work hard and deny herself the ne- 
cessities of life that she might cheer her hus- 
band on his visiting day. But this 
was the fits} case on record where 
a husband had remained true to his wife after 
she had been sent to prison. The Major be- 
lieved that such faithfulness should not go 
unrewarded and he permitted him to visit his 
wife the remaingler of the day. 

Early in “Herbert Higgins was dis- 
charged from Joliet after having served a 
year’s sentence for forgery. It was his first 
offense and during his entire service he was 
not once reprimanded for misbehavior. Be- 
lieving the fellow wished to reform, Warden 
McClaughry called him into his office the day 
of his dismissal and gave him some fatherly 
advice. The en told him if he ever got 
hard up or was tempted todo wrong, to let 
him know. 

A little more than a year later, when the 
Warden had almost forgotten Higgins, he re- 
ceived a letter from him. It was many pages 
long recited persecution and suffering. 
Shortly Higgins’ discharge he secured a 


position in a warehouse in East St. Louis. He 


had been there but a month or two when an 


ex-convict who had seen him in Joliet called 
and said unless he gave him $20 he would re- 
port to the employer. ‘ 7 

Rather than be exposed, Higgins gave the 
fellow the money. A few weeks passed and 


the ex-convict returned in company with an- 


other jail-bird ‘and wanted more money. It 


was given, but Higgins was in distress. He 
could not support a lot of ex-convicts 
and himself as well and could not 
endure the idea of exposure. He resigned his 
position, receiving a recommendation 
from his employer, went to St. Louis, 
and soon got work ina hardware store. All 
went well for a time, but the ex-convicts soon 
located him andthe blackmailing was re- 
newed. He made another change and then 
another, but with the same result. 

Unable to bear the persecution longer, he 
wrote to Maj. McClaughry for advice. He 
was then working in alace and silk store, the 
proprietor of which was a large, double-fisted 
Scotchman. The Major at once wrote Hig- 
gins a long letter in reply. He told him to go 
to his employer and lay the whole matter be- 
fore him and to show him his letter. If that 
was not satisfactory the Major said to let him 
know by wire and he would go down and see 
what he could do. 

Higgins did as he was told and it worked 
admirably. A notorious crook had been in 
the store to see Higgins the day before and 
said he would return Saturday night for $26. 
When the Scotchman heard Higgins’ story 
he was wroth. 

„Never you mind, my boy,“ he said, but 
the next time one of those ex-convicts comes 
in just show him back to my office.” 

Sure enough with Saturday night came the 
crook for the money. Higgins induced him 
to come back to the office to get the money. 
The big-fisted Scot walked up to the crook 
and demanded what he wanted.

SPECULATION AS'TO WHO WILL SUC- 
CEED SECRETARY PROCTOR. 7 
The Names of Manderson, Grant, Pierce, 
Estee, and Hill Mentioned in Connection 
with a Possible Cabinet Vacancy—Hip- 
polyte’s Double-Dealing with the United 
States—-A Coaling Station Likely to Be 
Secured in San Domingo—Reagan’s Rec- 
ord—General Washington News. 
Wasuineron, D. C., April 26.—[Special.]— 
The probability that Secretary Proctor will suc- 
ceed Edmunds in the Senate is now almost 
acertainty. So thetalk about a successor to 
Proctor as Secretary of War has begun. The 
vacancy will give the Republicans of the ex- 
treme West and Northwest an oppurtunity 
they have apparently been anxious to secure, 
an opportunity to press their claims for direct 
representation in the Cabinet. They say that 
New England ought to be more than satisfied 
with the State Department and should not de- 
mand two seats at the Presidential table, 


‘especially when the great Northwest has to 


stand outside and get ite political prominence 
through sometimes unsatisfactory channels. 
Among the many men discussed in connection 
with the war portfolio are ex-Senator Hill of 
Colorado, Senator Manderson of Nebraska, 
and Morris M. Estee of California. Senator 

rson would make an acceptable Cabinet 
officer from the West if he would sever his 
Senatorial connection for two years. He has 
recently been honored by his colleagues who 
elected him President pro tem. of the Senate 
and he is not likely to exchange this position 
for the remnant ofa Cabinet term. A good 
many of the Republicans of the North- 
west think the best thing the President 
could do would be to promote Gen. 


Lewis A. Grant of Minnesota, who has made 


such an acceptable Assistant Secretary. Gen. 
Grant has been Aeting Secretary a good 
deal of the time and he already has that famil- 
larity with the workings of the War Depart- 
ment which it would take a new man months 
to gain. Ex-Senator Gilbert A. Pierce of 
North Dakota is also mentioned. He was a 
good soldier, but his tastes do not run to war 
and if the President intends to give him a 
plum the North Dakota ex-Senator would 
probably rather have the mission to Central 
America. Michigan people say it is useless to 
talk about Gen. Alger going into the Cabinet. 
He is a full-fledged Presidential candidate. 


HIPPOLYTE’S DOUBLE DEALING, 


Little Surprise Over His Action Concerning 
the Mole St. Nicholas, 

Wasmrorox, D. C., April 26.—[Special. ]|— 
The news that the Hippolyte Government in 
Hayti will not cede the Mole St. Nicholas to 
the United States for 4:coaling station causes 
little surprise. Hippolyte's double dealing 
has been understood for some tame. In over- 
throwing Legitime he had the moral support 
of the United States because Legitime was 
known to be intriguing with the French. 
President Hippolzte seems to feel firmly 
enough seated in power now to ignore his 
obligations, but in due course of events he 
will probably be revolutionized out of office 
and some other faction gain control. How- 
ever, the United States may find the coaling 
station it wants off the coast of San Domingo, 
whieh has several good harbors. The San 
Dominicans, it is understood, have clothed 
Commissioner Galvin with broad powers in 


negotiating a reciprocity treaty with the Unit-. 


ed States. The San Domingo Government is 
stable, and whatever treaty it makes will 
stand, ‘It is a curious fact that the 
only two independent Governments in 
the West Indies form the island 


‘which is divided into Hayti and San Domin- 
go. They have never been noted for their 


good-will towards one another and at present 
are engaged in a ry dispute. The an- 
tipathy is largely a race antipathy. San Do- 
mingo is Spanish by tradition and by lan- 
guage. Hayti is the “black republic,“ and 
the leading element in its population and gov- 
ernment is negro, with an admixture of 
French traditions and with French as the lan- 
guage. The San Dominicans make little pre- 
tense of regard for their Haytian neighbors. 


REAGAN’S RECORD IN THE SENATE. 


Although a Man of Hobbies He Was Well 
Liked. 

Wasuineton, D. C., April 26,—| Special. ]— 
The positive news of Senator Reagan’s resig- 
nation will be received with regret by his col- 
leagues in the Senate. Reagan was a man of 
hobbies and foibles, but he had so many admi- 
rable qualities that everybody was his friend. 
He wanted to talk on evety subject that came 
up, and some of his views on public questions 
were startling, as, for instance, his plan for 
putting in the free coinage bill a clause for- 
bidding gold contracts between private 
parties. Senator Reagan was the sworn 
enemy of what he called the office. 
holding aristocracy ahd steadily fought pen- 
sions of every sort. Yet it is a curious fact 
that he provided fora large number of his 
own relatives in office and he made his wife 
his private secretary at an expense of $6 a day 
to the Government. His excuse for this was 
that she did the work better than anybody 
else and he wanted to keep the extra money 
in the family in order to pay for a modest 
home in Washington, where he found diffi- 
culty in buying on long time. This was the 
literal truth and Reagan’s colleagues, many of 
whom were millionaires, thought more of him 
for tellmg it. Senator Reagan's pub- 
lic life began in the then Repub- 
lic of Texas when he was 21 years 
old. It was in 1839, and his position 
was Deputy Surveyor of Public Lands. In an 
officeholding career extending over more than 
half a century, under one Government or an- 
other, it is doubtfulif he ever was without a sal- 
ary of some sort for two years at a time. Un- 
der Jeff Davis he held office from the first to 
the lust of the Confederacy. When the war 
was ended he differed rather sharply with his 
late Confederate comrades in urging them to 
accept the reconstruction amendments, par- 
ticularly negro suffrage. Three years ago he 
was one ofthe Texas Democratic leaders who 
espoused prohibition. Though prohibition was 
rejected by a tremendous majority Reagan 
lost none of his hald on his party. His friends 
here say that the place on the State Railroad 
Commission to which Gov. Hogg has ap- 
pointed him will last for the rest of his life.

FELT SHE MARRIED THE WRONG MAN. 


Sensational Suicide of a Milwaukee Wife of 
Four Months, 

Mitwavxer, Wis., April 26.—[Special.]— 
Mrs, Amelia Lindner, a wife of four months, 
died this evening at her home, No. 445 Ameri- 
can avenue, from the effects of a dose of ox- 
alic acid taken with suicidal intent. Mrs. 
Lindner was but 19 years of age. She was 
married in December last, but up to within a 
few days of her marriage she was undecided 
in the choice of her husband, Lindner having 
a rival in a resident at Woodland, which was 
also the girl’s home. Shortly after her mar- 
riage she returned on a visit to her parents at 
Woodland, and there met her rejected lover. 
He wrote to her after ber return 
to Milwaukee, and she again visited 
Woodland, returning home last Wednesday. 
Friday she purchased at a drug-store in the 
vicinity of her home 10 cents’ worth of oxalic 
acid, securing it on the pretense of wanting it 
to clean’some clothmg. When her husband 
returned home in the evening he found all the 
doors locked. Securmg entrance through a 
window, he discovered his wife lying uncon- 
scious on the floor, while beside her lay her 
wedding dress, which she had carefully laid 
away after her wedding. A physician who 
was called pronounced it a case of poisoning, 
the bottle which had contained the oxalic acid 
being afterwards discovered. She lingered until 
this evening, when she died. The only cause 
assigned for her suicide is that she felt that 
she married the wrong man.

GERMANY IN MOURNING. 


GENUINE SORROW OVER THE DEATH

amusement were closed and on the day of the 
funeral it is already semi-officially announced 
that a royal decree will be issued suspending 
all public business in thecountry. The actual 
facts attending the General’s last hours are 
not accurately known. He had been in ex- 
cellent spirits all day and at supper partook of 
a very hearty meal. It is to this innocent in- 
dulgence that the physicians attribute the im- 
mediate cause of his death, for shortly after 
dinner he was taken with cramps in the 
stomach and withdrew from the. room. 
It was only after his prolonged absence 
that inquiry was made into his 
condition. He was found im a state of ex- 
treme weakness, carried to his bed, and died 
shortly afterwards. The report that he was 
unconscious at the last is a mistake. After he 
was laid on the bed he lost consciousness, but 
shortly afterwards opened his eyes and smiled 
his thanks to those aroundhim. He appeared 
unable to speak above a whisper, but he sig- 
nifled to one of his attendants that he had some- 
thing to say, and it was while this latter was 


leaning over him hoping to catch a few words 


that the old Field Marshal gave one long- 
drawn sigh and expired. 
Abuse for American Hog Commissioners. 
The opprobrium which has been so long and 
so patiently borne by the American hog has, 
now that he is once more allowed to enter the 
Brandenburger gate, descended upon the 
shoulders of the American Hog Commissioners. 
The Cologne Gazette, the grand organ of the 
industrial population, and the Kreutz-Zeitung, 
mouthpiece of the feudal barons and native 
pork producers, be it said, cannot find epithets 
harsh enough to fitly characterize these un- 
fortunate officials.

The 
climax was reached when the Kropp pastor 
threatened to pack the boys off to America 
unless the required money was paid at once. 
It was the last straw as regards the Polish 
parent, and he turned the whole matter over 
to the police, who lost no time in extricating 
the boys from the clutches of the greedy pas- 
tors. It is considered doubtful, however, 
whether the latter will be prosecuted, as they 
have powerful patrons in the heads of the 
orthodox church. 
Their Wives Spent the Money. 

A remarkable story reached the local Ameri- 
can agents at Hossuret, Saros County, Hun- 
gary, the other day. Three-fourths of the 
male inhabitants of that town have emigrated 
to America, promising to send money after 
getting settled to bring their wives out, They 
duly fulfilled their promise, but instead of using 
it for the purpose intended the grass widows 
made, merry as long as the money lasted, 
‘which was not long, as the country abounds in 
moonshiners, who sell gin at a low but doubt- 
less profitable rate and of a correspondingly 
inferior quality. The local authorities are 
powerless or unwilling to cope with this new 
revolt of women, and the spiritual authorities 
are petitioning the Governfhept to intervene 
for the sake of the practically orphaned chil- 


dren.

Wasutneror, D. C., April 26.—The Inter- 
State Commerce Commission has in an opin- 
ion by Commissioner Bragg decided the case 
of Jacob Shamberg against the Delaware, 
Lackawanna. and Western railroad company 
and the New York, Chicago and St. Louis 
railroad company in favor of the complain- 
ant. The points deeided briefly are as follows: 
A firm of cattle rs in the City of New 
York, who procured their ona large 
scale from Chicago and other Westérn points 
for domestic consumption as well as for ex- 
port, make an arrangement with two Inter- 
State rail carriers, constituting a through line 
from Chicago to New York, that the firm will 
under the name of an express company of 
their own cteation, furnish not less than 200 
or more than 400 improved live-stock for 
the transportation of these cattle. The carriers 
pay this firm yardage at the rate of three and 
one-half cents per 100 pounds on all their cat- 
tle, and n all other cattle hauled for 
other firms in the care of this firm owning 
the express company, to its yards at New 
York. This yardage charge is thus paid to 
the firm by the carners for r 
tle in the firm’s own. yards afte elivery of 
them to the firm, and then this yardagecharge | 
is deducted from the tariff rate charged by 
the carrier. 
The commission holds that this is an unlaw- 
ful preference to the firm owning the im- 
proved stock cars.

ARTIFICIAL RAINFALL EXPERIMENTS. 
How It Is Hoped to Produce Rain in Arid 
Regions. 


Prof. Edward Powers of Delavan, Wis., 
author of War and the Weather, writes Tun 
Trisung from Winter Park, Fla., in regard 
to the proposed experiments of the Agricult- 
ural Department for the production of rain 
by means of explosions. He expresses some 
doubt as to the success of explosions in mid- 
air as planned by the department. He rec- 
ommends that 200 of the siege guns in the 
Rock Island arsenal be taken out to some suit- 
able point and fired rapidly for several hours, 
but he estimates the cost of mounting and 
transporting the guns to Kansas at $10,000, 
which is $1,000 in-excess of the appropriation. 

Ex-Senator Farwell, who has taken a deep 
interest in this plan to produce a rain fall in 
arid regions, said last night: «‘I have been 
fighting for a Congressional appropriation for 
this purpose for the last ten years and suc- 
ceeded in getting $9,000 altogether which 
will be spent in experiments this summer. 
The facts furnished by Prof. Powers in his 
book about rains following battles fought 
within the last hundred years were the founda- 
tion for my belief in the success 
of such experiments and for my efforts to get 
a proper 2 trom the Government 
for that purpose. In talking with scientists 
we decided to make gas consisting of hydro- 
gen and oxygen in balloons carrying d, 000 
cubic feet, send them up attached to a steel 
wire, and then explode the gas with 8 
We expect to make as much noise as if 
der in guns was used and the expense wi — 
much less. Secre Rusk has employed 
Col, Dyrenforth of Washington, formerly of 
the Patent Office, to carry out the experiments 
under my directions. I have been made re- 
sponsible for the foolishness if it turns out to 
be such, but I have every confidence in the 
practical success of the experiments.

CONDITION OF THE FARMER. 

It is not true that every farmer is discon- 
tented with his lot.” One of thenumber, Mr. 
E. G. Hurlburt of Hartsgrove, O., e¢cently 
addressed the Farmers Institute of Aslitabula 
County in a cheering vein. He admitted they 
had to work hard, but asked which of them 
would exchange his vocation for that of the 
miner or workman in a dusty shop or poorly 
ventilated tenement-house, and said that even 
the railroad engineer or brakeman has a more 
difficult and dangerous task. He called the 
attention of his hearers to the fact (pat hon- 
est men toil everywhere and said: “Our labor 
is not more diffichlt or less temunerative 
than that of the millions in the mines, 
shops, factories, and upon the rail- 
roads of the country who make a 
market for our surplus products.” He 
reminded them that there is no class of 
people so independent as the farmers who 
raise their own bread, pork, beef, fruit, vege- 
tables, butter, cheese, eggs, cream, and poul- 
try, and nearly all that their families need in 
the line of provision, and hinted that if they 
should move into a big city and buy all that 
was necessary to supply the wants of the fam- 
ily they would learn a lesson about which at 
present they know very little. He hinted that 
‘the farmer is spared the trouble of lying awake 
all night studying up some plan to meet the 
bills for unsold or trusted goods which fall 
due on the morrow, and that there is a vast 
amount of this worry is evident from the fact 
that about 90 per cent of the merchants in this 
country fail in business at some time or other, 

Mr. Hurlburt also disposed of the plaint 
that the farmer is worse off than he used to 

He gave samples of prices obtained by 
his father in 1842 and himself in 1850, barely 
half the average of the last decade, and then 
compared the prices he had to pay for cloth- 
ing and other articles, not far from twice as 
much then as now. When he was 20 years old 
he paid $20 for a dress coat and was earning 
$11 per month. Now he can buy a whole suit 
for less than $20 and could get $20 for 
the same month’s labor if he wanted 
to do it. He said: “If farmers ‘were 
tolive as economically as they had to do 
forty years ago they could make money now.”’ 
But they live in better houses, ride in 
better vehicles, and farm with better imple- 
ments, send their children to better schools, 
and worship in finer churches. They do these 
things from choice, but it costs money; and 
what is the use of grumbling about it? And 
they not only have more and better things in 
the house and on the farm than did their 
fathers, but more than do the great majority 
of their toiling brothers today. They also en- 
joy more public advantages, and as for the 
claim that they pay nearly all the taxes, it is 
mere buncombe. The speaker showed that in 
his own county the railroads, banks, telegraph, 
telephone, and express companies paid a little 
more of the taxes of last year than the farmers 
did. The clerk or mechanic who owns a com- 
fortable home that produces nothing except 
that it serves as a residence will pay more 
taxes on it than are often paid on a farm of 
fifty. or seventy-five acres. 

There isa great deal of strong sense and 
good philosophy in all this, and the lesson 
might be conned to advantage by all who feel 
inclined to grumble at their lot in life. The 
great majority have about all they can do to 
get along on the improved scale of living, just 
as their forefathers did on a poorer one. It is 
the comparatively few who save, and most of 
those do so by denying themselves some of the 
creature comforts for which their fellows 
spend us they go along. It is only one in a 
great many who is fortunate enough to be an 
exception to this rule, as the giant isan ex- 
ception in stature to the average tallness of 
the community, and we have scripture war- 
rant for the assertion that none of them 


dent foresight will enable the average. man 
in city-or country to better his condition by 
saving up a little as he goes along, and he 
who does so is among the last to complain. 
The grumbling comes chiefly from the im- 
provident class, the members of which, hav- 
ing spent more than their share or wanting 
to spend more, wish to find some way of getting 
at what bas been saved up by their fellows; who 
are more fortunate only in havmg been more 
prudent in conduct, more industrious in ef- 
fort, and more saving in their habits.

PLENTY OF MONEY TO PAY THE 41-2 PER 
CENTS. 

Some of the Democratic papers are profess- 

ing to be terribly alarmed lest the Government 

shall not be able to meet its obligations falling 


due next September, when some $60,000,000 of 


the 444 percents will mature. They say that with 
the opening of the new fiscal year, July 1, the 
new and excessive appropriations of the last 
session of Congress for dependent pensions 
and other things will have to be met, the 
revenues are not likely to provide for them, 
the actual available cagh in the Treasury is 
already reduced to alow ebb, and they hint 
that Secretary Foster is trying to devise some 
form of bookkeeping that will make it appear 
larger while preparing to offer to banks and 
large employers of labor the $20,000,000 of sil- 
ver half dollars now in the Treasury 
in exchange for certificates. They say that 
about $25,000,000 of the bonds falling due in 
September are held as security for the circu- 
lating notes of the National banks, and affect 
to pathetically lament that there is abso- 
lutely no provision of definite law for dealing 
with the perplexing questions that will arise 
for solution by the Treasury within the next 
two months. 

All this condolence if sincere would be well 
meant, but it is totally unnecessary. There is 
no occasion for the Democrats to sit up at 
night and worry over the situation. They 
need neither walk the floor nor toss restlessly 
on their beds in semi-dreams of the misery to 
fall on the Nation because of the de- 
ficiency.” It is true the present sur- 
plus is small, not over $12,000,000, and 
the demands on the Government for money 
may be larger than usual, but it by no means 
follows that those demands cannot be met 
promptly. The most pressing just now is the 
quarterly pension payment due June 4, when 
it is believed not more than $25,000,000 will be 
wanted, and the receipts previous to that time 
will more’ than make up for the difference. 
The predictions of a deficit are based on the 
assumption that the full appropriations made 
by Congress will have to be spent within the 
year provided for, which is far from true. 
There is an unexpended balance of $30,000,000 
on river and harbor appropriations, not more 
than a third of which can be used in the com- 
ing year, and it is said not to exceed half of 
the $9,000,000 appropriated for public build- 
ings can be spent within the next fiscal 
twelve months. Here is about $30,000,000 
which the prophets of financial disaster have 
not thought of.. The Secretary’s plan to ex- 
tend the 444 per cent bonds for a term of 
years at 2 per cent after maturity next Sep- 
tember, subject to the approval of Congress, 
will, if adopted, retain in the Treasury an- 
other $30,000,000, and if only part of the frac- 
tional silver be replaced by “‘live money ” the

The subject of aerial navigation was much 
discussed in thé meetings of scientific associa- 
tions about a century ago. Since then the topic 
has lost its charm for them, and for a long 
time received little of their attention, attempts 


to improve the balloon for adaptation to com- 


mercial purposes other than advertising being 
rather frowned upon as belonging to the do- 
main of the ¢harlatan. Recently the matter 
has been revived, French investigators have 
undertaken a rediscussion of the mechanical 
principles involved in the flight of birds and 
entered on calculations of the weight of 
machinery needed for a given pro- 
pulsive force in midair. Some of these 
results were taken up a few weeks 
ago by a Chicago man and published, 
perhaps the most interesting of the conclu- 
sions being in regard to the best angle 
of flight. It is found that when the line of 
propulsion in air is inclined upward at a little 


| less than two degrees from? the plane of the 


horizon a rapid flight requires comparatively 
little sustaining power. If this be established 
it will no longer be necessary to believe that 
in flying forty miles per hour the eagle must 
exert a force equal to that of ten-horsé power, 
as computed by some of the French physi- 
cists ; and, in fact, the problem may be said to 
have been brought very near the point of solu- 
tion if it has not already reached it. 
Additional comfort to those who believe 
that commercial navigation of the air will yet 
be found practicable is furnished by the in- 
vestigations of Prof. Langley, Secretary of 
the Smithsonian Institution. In a paper read 
at the recent annual meeting of the National 
Academy of Sciences at Washington he de- 
scribed several interesting experiments per- 
formed by himself, all tending to prove that 
a plate placed horizontally and moved for- 


ward laterally sinks slowly towards the 


ground, asif the air beneath it had assumed 
the consistency of dense cream or butter. He 
illustrated this by referrmg to the case of a 
man skating over thin ice. Assuming that 
the man goes over a hundred different cakes 
of ic in a second, each being of weight equal 


to himself, in that time the ice would only 


sink or yield approximately one-hundredth 
part as much as if he stood during the whole 
time on one cake. He concluded, therefore, 
that the amount of ‘power required for arti- 
ficial flight through the air is perfectly attain- 
able by steam engines such as we now possess, 
and gave as an amazing result of his exveri- 
ments the fact as demonstrated that the 
faster the speed the less the cost in power. 
„ One-horse power will transmit a much 
heavier weight at a rapid speed than at a slow 
one.” 

Prof. Langley did not distinctly assert that 
man can traverse the air, but that the thing is 
possible with our éxisting means under cer- 
tain conditions. The chief difficulty would be 
in getting started, in coming to the ground 
again, andin guiding the apparatus through 
the air. Nature has supplied an instinctive 
intelligence in the bird to balance and guide 
itself, and Langley did not question that man 
will ultimately acquire it. He thinks aerial 
navigation will pass out of the sphere of 
charlatanism: and . into the hands of engineers 
in a short, time, perhaps months instead of 
years, and that something notable wil) come 
out of the experiments of men who are now 
at work on the problem.

These are the facts: A year ago last Feb- 
ruary Mr. Blaine, knowing that it was the in- 
tention of the Committee on Ways and Means 
to report a tariff bill putting sugar and mo- 
lasses on the free list, giving up sixty millions 
of revenue without securing anything in re- 
turn from the countries whose products were 
to be let in tree, went before the Republican 
members of that committee and expounded 
his well-known plan of reciprocity. He con- 
tended that the dutiesshould be taken off only 
as sugar-producing nations opened their ports 
to American products, Thus reduced revenues 
would be offset by the increased consumption 
of American products parchased j in exchange 
for the sugar.

He explained his policy in letters to Senator 
Frye and others, in which he pointed out that 
the bill as it stood did not create a new mar- 
ket fora barrel of American flour or pound 
of American meat. He convinced the Presi- 
dent of the soundness and value of his policy. 
He convinced the mass of the plain people, 
and so strong a pressure was brought to bear 
onthe McKinleyites of the Senate that they 
were forced to insert in the bill a maimed, 
crippled, emasculated semblance of the 
Blaine plan or lose their bill. They put it in 
because they had to or let their bill fail. They 
hoped it would be ineffective. For the same 
reason the House McKinleyites did not dare 
strike out the provision, though they scolded 
and grumbled in a nasty way.

Then the human nature of the other side be- 
gan to get in its work. It resisted the strong- 


er. Angry passions rose. The paradise was 


soon in an uproar and confusion. Hard words 
were bandied back and forth. Human nature 
was speedily in the ascendant and. soon had 
the best of Bellamy. The beatific scheme 
was torn and rent and finally collapsed 
in a dismal heap of ruin, with this compensa- 
tion, however, that the weaker crowd had the 
satisfaction of seeing their grasping leaders 
under arrest for stealing Government timber. 

The moral of this lugubrious tale lies on the 
surface, and may be read by one who 
runs, If Bellamyism is to succeed, human 
nature must first be revolutichized. Until 
that is done it will always fail. For many 
thousand years, from the time of Buddha to 
that of Moody, efforts have been made by en- 
thusiastic and zealous men to accomplish this, 


but the problem ig no nearer solution now 


than it was when “Adam delved and Eve 
spun.” The evolutionary processes in the 
perfection of human nature are even far- 
ther apart in their progress than those which 
have constructed the world and developed 
man and other animals, but till this evolution, 
which moves by ons, accomplishes its per- 
fect work it will be of no use to expect a revo- 
lution by the system of Bellamy. Those who 
enter into his Eden will find it but a fool’s

-A NEW PHASE OF THE RACE PROBLEM. 


The receat meeting of white Republicans at 
Columbia, S. C., is creating a decided sensa- 
tion among the politicians of that State, and 
all the more that the new movement is grow- 
ing rapidly and recruiting its ranks from the 
Democratic party.

they get half a chance. Old-line Democrats in

COMMENTS. 

II. The assumption that there Ras been an infla- 
tion of prices by reason of the coinage of silver is 
incorrect. The prices of certain article have gone 
up. but that is because of their scarcity. If the 
advance were dus to silver all articles would cost 
more, which is not the ease. The commercial 
transactions of this country with Europe—with 
the whole world indeed—are carried on on the 
gold basis. The gold price of breadstuffs has 
gone up, and not the silver price alone. 

2. If there were a general inflation of prices no 
one would be benefited. The seller would get 
more dollars for his products, but he would have 
to pay more for whatever goods he bought. If a 
debt is bigger than it would have been had there 
been no inflation; the debtor, by reason of that 
inflation, is getting more dollars for his labor or 
commodities, and is not therefore put at any dis- 
advantage. 

3. Nobody forced these Western mortgageors to 
pay a higher rate of interest than they could af- 
ford. They borrowed of their own free will and 
choice. The contract was on their part purely a 
business operation, just as with the manufacturer 
or the man who pute up @ building in a city to 
rent. They expected to make such use of the 
capital loaned to them as would enable them to 
pay the interest and set aside a yearly surplus to 
pay the principal when due. Some men borrow 
money, start a shop or a factory, and fail. Oth- 
ers succeed. Some men borrow money and buy 
land and farming implements and fail. But nine- 
ty-nine out of. a hundred succeed. The failures 
are to be 3 generally in the regions of the 
West where the rainfall is insufficient. No man 
was compelled to settle there any more than 
a man is forced tostart a grocery store, and no 
prudent man would settle or try to remain there. 
If a farmer chooses to go into farming where, ow- 
ing to lack of moisture, he can raise crops only in 
one year out of three, of two out of five, or every 
other year, he has himself to blame if he fails, 

4. Mr. Marston seems to think the rate of interest 
should be uniform over the entire country and 
that the asking of more in the West than in the 
East is a sign that Western borrowers are being 
cheated. He might as well demand that the price

Because certain farmers im the arid regions are 
paying what they claim to be “enormous inter- 
est they wish to debase the currency so that all 
debtors may wriagle out of part of their debts by 
paying their creditors three-quarters of what they 
owe them. The total amount of the indebtedness 
in this country today is fully ‘four billions. But 
at least half of the present indebtedness has been 
created within the last two yedrs. Old debts are 
being wiped out every day and new ones created 
to the amount of many millions. The 
rate of interest was lower a year or two years ago 
than it was lve or ten years ago. It will be lower 
next than last year. Yet it is proposed to confis- 


cate a quarter of the capita) of those who recent- | 


ly loaned at the lower rates, as well as of those 
who loaned. at the higher qnpes longer ago. Those 
who have loaned.money at a fair value” are to 
be punished as well as th who have loaned it 
ata high räte. There are farm mortgages in 
Kansas estimated for $50,000,000. In order that 
those who owe them may be. enabled to cheat 
their creditors out of twelve and a half millions 
the men who owe the remaining $4,950,000,000 of 
indebtedness in the country are to be enabled to 
cheat their creditors out of $1,237,500,000. 

And the number of creditors is fully as large— 
perhaps larger than the number of debtors; and 
the man who is a debtor today may be a creditor 
tomorrow, and people are both creditors and 
debtors at the same time; they owe money and 
others owe them. The only honest course for the 
Government to pursue is to keep all the money in 
circulation equally good and none of it worth 
less than gold dollars.
